§ 1.  He  it  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sentbly  of  the  common-.t’cclth  of  Kentucky , 
That  wlien  the  security  or  secuiilies  of 
any  constable  in  this  commonwealth  may

From  the  Nashville  Gazette. 

The  Tennessee  Commissioners  pro 
pose  an  adjustment  on  the  following 
terms: 

Walker’s  line,  as  understood  and  act 
ed  on  by  the  two  states,  and  their  res- 
pective officers  and  citizens,  to  be  the 
line  between  the  states,  east  of  the  Ten- 
nesse  river — Alexander’s  line  from  the 
Tennessee  to  the  place,  where  Alexan 
dcr’s  line  first  strikes  the  Mississippi.— 
The  centre  of  the  Tennessee  river  to  be 
the  jurisdictional  line  from  Walker’s  up 
to  Alexander’s  line.  The  islands,  if  any, 
to  be  within  the  state  of  Tennessee.  All 
North  Carolina  grants  must  be  prior  to 
the  Cession  Act,  or  the  claim  must  have 
originated  before  that  time,  and  no  grant 
shall  be  valid,  unless  the  same  would  be 
so,  by  the  laws  of  Tennessee.  A simi- 
lar provision  for  Virginia  claims  east  of 
the  Tennessee  river.

Gentlemen — Your  note  handed  to  us 
this  morning,  containing  the  only  written 
propositions  in  relation  to  the  boundary 
line  between  our  respective  states,  which 
we  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  from 
you,  is  before  us.  We  had  reason  to 
expect  from  the  various  conversations 
of  the  free  and  easy  sort,  which  have 
taken  place  between  us,  npon  this  sub- 
ject, and  particularly  from  that  of  this 
morning,  that  the  propositions  which  you 
contemplated  making  in  writing,  were 
predicated  upon  the  final  rejection  by 
you,  ol  the  several  propositions  made  by 
xjs  in  those  conversations,  and  that  your 
note  would  import  in  substance  your 
ultimatum.  As  the  note  is  without  any 
such  indication,  we  have  to  request  that 
you  will  answer  them,  or  inform  us  whe 
ther  those  propoii.ions,  or  any  of  them, 
are  to  be  considered  as  still  open  to  dis. 
cussion,  or  as  finally  rejected  by  you  ; 
■and  whether  our  note  contains  in  sub 
stance  your  ultimatum.  We  arc  par- 
ticularly solicitous  to  know  if  the  fol- 
lowing propositions  which  we  had  the 
^ honor  to  make  to  you  verbally,  are  to 
considered  as  finally  rejected  by  yon, 
viz:  That  though  conscious  that  the 
parallel  of  35°  30'  north  latitude,  was, 
and  is  the  only  true  legitimate  bounda- 
ry line  between  the  two  states,  we  would 
(influenced  by  a spirit  of  conciliation) 
agree  that  the  line  run  by  Walker  should 
be  the  dividing  line  between  the  two 
states,  as  far  as  it  was  run  in  a western 
direction,  viz:  to  the  Tennessee  river, 
and  that  the  state  of  Teni.eecc.'  shotiUl 
possess  the  soil  and  exercise  the  juris- 
diction between  that  line  and  the  Char- 
tered line  aforesaid.  If  (influenced  by 
the  same  spirit)  )'ou  would  agree  to  a line 
to  be  run  by  -Alexander,  See.  and  parallel 
thereto,  commencing  on  the  west  bank 
•of  the  Tennessee  river,  running  thence

give  to  Kenturky,  either  according  to

STATE  LINE. 

Felix  Grundy,  Esq.  one  of  the  com- 
missioners for  establishing  the  bounda- 
ry line  between  this  state  and  Kentucky, 
arrived  here  on  the  6th  inst.  It  appears 
that  the  commissioners  of  the  respective 
states,  have  agreed  to  and  established 
W'alkcr’s  line  east  of  'Tennessee,  and 
the  line  lately  run  by  Alexander  and 
Mulisell,  west  of  said  river,  us  the  per- 
manent line  between  the  two  states.  'I'he 
correspondence  in  regard  to  the  negoti- 
ation is  publisned  to-day,  and  will  be 
read  with  mut  h interest.  We  regret  to 
remark,  that  the  manner  in  which  this 
matter  has  been  settled,  has  produced 
much  diss  ilisfaction  on  the  part  of  this; 
state;  ami  it  a-ppears  very  singular  that 
the  legislature  of  this  state  in  the  jp- 
pointment  of  the  commissioners,  should 
have  surrendered  all  recognizance  of 
the  subject  into  ttieir  hands.  It  is  as- 
serted that  much  individual  interest  has 
been  sacrificed  west  of  the  Tennessee, 
by  sufTering  Kentucky  to  become  heir 
to  all  that  section  of  tcirit(;ry  north  of

BOUNDARY  LINE. 

The  long  disp.ute  about  boundary,  is 
at  length  settied  between  the  states  ol 
Kentucky  and  'Tennessee.  As  anxious 
as  we  have  been  to  see  this  controversy 
settled,  we  were  not  prepared  to  con- 
cede what  has  been  given  up  by  our 
commissionci  s.  'i'here  is  but  one  voice, 
and  that  of  reprobation,  heard  as  far  as 
our  information  ixtends.  'The  arrnuge- 
ment  as  to  private  claims  is  very  objec- 
tionable, and  not  at  all  reciprocal.  Kcn- 
tnrky  gains  all,  and  this  stale  nothing. 
The  arrangement  is  liowevcr,  final  ; — 
and  it  is  folly  to  cry  after  spilt  milk. 

By  the  arrangement  with  Kentucky, 
at  cue  dash,  individuals  arc  deprived  ofi 
more  than  100,00'J  acres  of  land,  ob- 
tained from  North  Carolina  ; and  there 
is  no  law  providing  for  their  getting  du- 
plicates to  locate  elsewhere;  as  such  a 
vase  was  never  to  he  anticipated  by  the 
general  assembly. — .’idshville  Clarion.

Let 
Indiana  and  Illinois  beware  of  the  “ gild- 
ed fiilC'  of  restriction  which  is  attempt- 
ed to  be  forced  on  the  people  of  Missou- 
ri ; and  the  design  of  selling  the  pnbli 
lands  for  cash.  'Those  measures  being 
carried,  congress  may  bar  foreigners 
from  pu  chasing  public  lands.  'These 
matters  arc  of  more  importance  to  Indi- 
ana, than  her  attempts  to  emancipate 
the  slaves  of  Kci.tuekv.

On  tlic  24.th,  tlic  London  Merchants 
pii'seiiled  a petition,  |)iayiiig  some  r.  ni- 
edies  with  respect  to  the  China  trade, 
and  the  resumption  of  cash  payments  bv 
tlie  bank.  In  the  discussion  w liieh  look 
place  on  the  pciition,  Lord  Castlcrcagh 
said,  “ No  deiiation  was  intended  to  be 
made  in  the  plan  a.'lopled  last  session. —

instiuitioiis. 

“ Sire,  you  have  declared  your  pur- 
ptise  to  be  to  close  the  abyss  of  revolu- 
tion; proud  ol  being  associated  with  so 
glorious  a destiny,  we  will  second,  with 
ail  our  efforts,  yonr  noble  intemiuns ; 
we  will  combat  the  common  ei  emy,  An- 
arcliy,  by  giving  to  all  tlie  interests  gu- 
aranteed by  the  charter,  that  profound 
S'  curity,  necessary  to  the  liappiness-of 
all,  and  Pram  e will  owe  to  you  genermis 
instiuition.s,  ft.unded  on  the  sacred  rig;, is

'The  King  delivered  the  following  an-

“ September  2Uth,  1819. 

“ After  a very  boisterous  passage  of 
64  days,  we  yesterday  made  these  Straits, 
and  have  put  in  here  for  the  purpose  ol 
watering  before  [iroc.eediog  to  Canton. 
There  is  a small  settlement  here  be- 
longing to  the  Dutcli  Governor.  The 
soil  of  the  i,land  of  Java  is  extremely 
ferti'c,  and  abounds  with  tropical  fruits 
of  eveiy  description.  From  the  deck 
you  may  behold  cocoa  nuts,  oranges,  le- 
mons, pineapples,  water  melons,  p'lme 
gi  anates,  and  several  species  of  fruit  un 
known  in  our  climate,  growing  as  spon- 
taneously ;;s  the  ])ine  with  yon.  Fowls 
are  here  pure.Iiascd  at  2 rupees  each,  or 
one  dollar  for  2 1.  Tne  inhabitants  ve- 
ry muchresamble  our  northern  Indians, 
only  they  arc  much  uglier;  their  teeth 
arc  entirely  black  from  chewing  the 
beetle  nut,  and  opium  is  nearly  as  valu- 
able here  as  diamonds  w iili  us.  But  the 
world,  however,  different  in  appearance, 
customs  and  religion,  is  still  the  same 
every  where.  Money  is  the  idol  of  their 
worship,  and  for  it  lliey  sacrifice  honor, 
and  even  life,  itself. 

The  day  after  to-morrow  wc  sail  for 
Canton,  with  two  ships  under  our  con- 
voy. Our  officers  and  crew  are  in  ex- 
cellent health,  thou.gh  al  Batavia,  which 
is  about  60  miles  from  this  place,  it  is 
extremely  unhealthy,  and  the  ships  Iving 
there  are  daily  loosing  their  men.  *l'hc 
American  ship  Tea  Plant,  ready  to  sail, 
has  lost  the  captain  and  every  soul  on 
board,  by  t!:c  dyseiitary,  which  we  learn 
is  raging  there  with  ungovernable  fury  ; 
among  them  was  Midshipman  Tall- 
madge.  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  who  camo 
f suppofc  for  improvement  in  his  pro- 
fession.”
